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Warren Report Correct, 
German Magazine Says '

Washington, Dec. 5— West Ger- 1 
many’s leading news magazine, 1 
Stern, is the first periodical in t 
the world to publish what may 1 
be the real explanation for one ' 
suppressed part of the investi- J 
gation of President Kennedy's 1 
death. 

Stem's senior’ editor, Henri 1 
Nannen, came to Washington to 1 
investigate the assassination, * 
and talked with members of the ‘ 

Warren Commission. He Is con- 
vinced that the Warren report j 
is accurate and that no assassin 1 
"other than Lee Harvey Oswald 
was involved. 

But Stem explains the sup- 
pression of the autopsy report 
on the grounds that President 
Kennedy was suffering from 
Addison’s disease and his fam- 
ily did not want it known. This 
would have been revealed In the 
aytQpsy report. 

/ 'The Kennedys had reason to 
( keep silent,” says Stem. “A sick 
"Kennedy was killed in Dallas 
. . . Kennedy had Addison's dis- 
ease. This Is not totally un- 
known; Theodore Sorenson 
mentioned it in his 'Kennedy* 
biography. 



Political Danger 

"There is no medical reason 
Why a man afflicted with this 
disease should not be President 
(since the illness can be con- 
trolled like diabetes), but politi- 
cally Kennedy’s illness could be- 
come dangerous. Addison’s 
disease — it sounds sinister. Few 
Americans know of it and its 
symptoms. 

"For the Kennedys there was 
no doubt of the murderer — “ 
Harvey Oswald."
